New York, August 2.—Clarenre W. 
Byrne, who was recently, tried and 
convicted on charges growing out of 
his failure to employ medical assist- 
ance for his six year old daughter, 
who died of pneumonia, was today 
sentenced to 30 days’ imprisonment 
by the court of general session.

WILL NOT ACCEPT 
REJECTED MEATS 


British Government Takes Ac- 
tion to Ensure a Thorough 
Meat Inspection. 


London, Aug. 2.—The bill introdue 
by John Burns, president of the le 
cal government board, enabling the 
board of trade to institute more strin- 
gent regulations for the prevention of 
the danger arising to the public 
health from the importation, pre- 
paration,—storage and distribution of 
articles of food, passed its second 
reading in the House of Commons 
today, In the course of the debate 
on the bill Mr, Burns explained that 
it empowered the authorities at all 
ports to inspect food, to take samples 
and destroy unsound goods. It 
might be argued, Mr. Burns said, that 
since the recent meat disclosures in 
England and elsewhere that the 
things have been put right, but the 
government could not allow the laws 
to remain defective because there was 
a strong probability that matters 
would relapse to where they were 
before, ' 

Continuing, Mr Burns declared that 
he had received a report that a Ger- 
man consul had said the American 
meat packers bad informed his gov- 
ernment that they were willing to 
consent to the inspection of any 
meats, provided that whatever goods 
the German officials rejected should 
be returned to the packers, as they 
could be sold in the United Kingdom, 
The speaker said he was not going 
to allow that, and he did not see why 
the United Kingdom should take 
whatever Germany, France, Denmark 
and other Europeans would not ac- 
cept. He was prepared not to en- 
foree the regulations for a period of 
forty days after the adoption of the 
bill, The government wonld not ir- 
ritate, harass or inconvenience those 
packers carrying on a_ legitimate 
trade decently, but the local govern- 
ment board must have greater power 
over imported tinned food in order 
that the poor who suffered most from 
the dangers of disease could be 
saved.

IMMENSE CANAL 
TO CONNECT RHINE 


With Marseilles. Will Cost 
$16,200,000. Wili be Larg- 
est in World. 


Paris, Ang, 2—The minister of 
public works has approved the pro- 
ject of the department of bridges and 
roads for the construction of a canal 
to connect the valley of the Rhine 
with the Port of Marselles, The hills 
separating the Rhine from Marselles 
are too high to be surmounted by 
locks, The project involyes a tun- 
nel fifteen kilometres in length, at a 
cost of $6,900,000. This tunnel meas- 
ured by the amount of dirt excavat. 
ed will be the largest in the world. 
The width of the canal (permitting 
two barges to pass at any point) to- 
gether with the tow paths on either 
side will be 66 feet, and the heighth 
will be 42 feet. It will thus involve 
the excavation of 2,186,000 cubic met- 
nes against 1,058,400 in the case of 
the famous railroad tunnel at Simp- 
lon, which is 21.6 Kilometers in 
length, but only 24 feet wide and 18 
feet high. The total cost of the Mar- 
selles-Rhine canal will be $15,200,000,

AT HOME AGAIN 


Returns from Educational Con- 
ference in London and Euro- 
pean Tour. 


Premier Rutherford returned to the 
city yesterday after an absence of 
two months in the old country, whith- 
er he had gone as a delegate to the 
Federal Conference on Education 
held in London under the auspices of 
the League of the Empire, 

Speaking to the Bulletin this morn- 
ing, the premier stated that nothing 
definite could be said of the direct 
results of the conference, but thas 
the indirect results would place the 
conference second only to the great 
imperial conference that closed its 
sessions a few days before the educa. 
tional conference opened, The j 
rect results as measured by public 
opinion in Great Britain, ated emin- 
ent educationists all over the empire 
justified the meeting of the confer. 
ence, 

The programme and propcsals dis. 

cussed seemed to involve great diffi- 
culties, but the aspect of difficulty 
was not that which appealed to the 
conference, The speakers outlined 
striking ideas Discussion was na- 
turally theoretical and general rather 
than practical But the paramount 
object of the conference, the incraqse 
of knowledge and sympathetic under- 
standing in every part of the Empire, 
was undoubtedly attained. 
“It required courage and imagina- 
tion,” said the premier, “to deal with 
cuch proposals as the standardizing 
of teachers’ certificates throughout 
the Empire, the recognition of uni- 
versity degrees; the intercharige of 
professors and educational instructors 
and the -best methods of teaching the 
English language to the foreign popu- 
lations that live under the British 
flag.” 

Sentimert Against Exchanee. 


There was a strong sentiment 
igainst the interchange of teachers. 
The premier stated to the conference 


that the department of education in 
Alberta was willing to take teachers 
hat were duly qualified but not on 
he basis of exchange as that would 
possibly interfere with the autonomy 
of the local school boards.

‘arge body of persons of extraordin 
ary experience and ability in educa- 
tional work. There was evidence of 
he varying character of the educa- 
tional types in the old land and the 
lands beyond the seas, 

The spirit and impulse of the meet- 
ing may be likened to aw gathering of 
nerchantmen who brought out of the 
treasury things ‘new and old.’ ” 

At the conclusion of the conierence 
Premier Rutherford visited Paris, 
Switzerland, Milan, Venice and 
Rome. Returning from the contin- 
ent, he visited the home of his father, 
in Perthshire, at the famous Birks 0’ 
Aberfeldy, In his travels in Scot- 
land he learned from the people that 
the cream of the Scotch are emigrat- 
ing to Canada, which these at home 
regard not altogether with favor, 

Despite the statement recently 
made by the British Premier that 
twelve millions of the British people 
are on the verge of starvation, Pre- 
mier Rutherford says that labor is 
pretty well employed in Great Bri- 
tain, and that the English business 
man is in every way the equal of his 
American cousin, 

Premier Rutherford visited Ireland 
and the Dublin exhibition, and of all 
things that pleased him, the Cana- 
dian exhibit pleased hint most, Next

In 
discussing the subject Prof, Bushnell 
said: 

“Ten millions of our people, ond 
eighth of the population, #re now 
cohstantly in suen poverty that they 
are undble to Maintain themetives 
if physical effictency, and 4,000,000 of 
them ure pablic paupers. In Ts, 
one of our prosperous years, 18 per 
cent, or nearly one-filth of all the 
people of New York State, had to 
apply for charitable relief; in 1903 
{4 per cent of all the families of 
Manhattan were evicted, and every 
year about 10 per cent of all who die 
there have pauper Burials. 

Wages Below Living Point 

“The avefage wage of unskilled 
workmen throughout the country is 
less than the scientific minimum 
necessaty for maintaining the aver- 
age workingmen’s family m physical 
efficieney, And yet nearly 1,000,009) 
immigrants from the most baekward 
sections of Europe, and with less 
than $20 exch, are being annually 
dumped into ‘our congested urban 
centers, where employment  alleady 
is greatest, and where the immigrants 
have the very least Opportunity to 
live in decency and make themselves 
useful to the country. The trans- 
portation agencies are doing — this.

The Ruckowinians are said 
excellent farmers. The men are 
usually taller than the Ruthenians 
of Galicia, and more stoutly built 


Owing to the fact that none of the 
Polish noble families, who settled in 
Galicia, beeame resident in Bucko- 
winia, the people of the latter coun- 
try are commonly said to be some- 
what rougher in their mater of life 
than the residents of Galicia 

Religiousiy the Buckowinians con- 
stitute an independent church, Ow- 
ing to the fact that so many Polish 
people settled among the Ruthenian 
people of eastern Galicia, these peo- 
ple eventually acknowledged — the 
headship of the pope, but the Bucko- 
winiang never did this, but remained 
orthodox members of the Greek 
chureh of Russia, They had no con- 
nection, however, with the church in 
Russia, owing to the fact that they 
were in a foreign country, and were 
in consequenes supposed to be under 
the jurisdiction of the church in 
Jerusalem. No veal authority was, 
however, exercised from Jerusalem, 
und the Buckowinians are in this re- 
spect in reality: an independent peo- 
ple. 

Something of Their Country. 

The people who arrived today speak 
in the highest terms of the beautiful 
country from which they come. Ac- 
cording to their assertions it is the 
very finest country in all the world. 
The northern portion is somewhat 
rolling, the soil is unexcelled, there 
are many rivers, streams and brooks, 
all fruits except the tropical fruity 
can be grown in abundance, and 
those who have land live most con- 
tentedly. In the southern part of the 
country there are mountaing of the 
greatest beauty which attract many 
visiors annually, The total popula- 
tion is about 500;000, In the south 
there are great flocks of sheep and 
the finest sheep cheese is produced 
in large quantities. The skins are 
larg@ly used as clothing by the peo- 
ple of the country. The Buckowin- 
ians state that the movement trom 
Galieia to Canada is mueh larger 
than frem their country. The popu- 
jation of Galicia is, however, very 
much larger than that of Bucko- 
winia, amounting to many millions 
In Canada the Buckowinians are 
mixed with the Galician settlers, 
Most of them are in the Dauphin 
country, at Stuartburn, in the Rid- 
ing mountains, and in the large col- 
ony in the vicinity of Edmonton,

Settlement of the ore strike re- 
moves any danger of interruption to 
activity at pig iron furnaces which 
promises to establish a new record 
of output during the second half of 
the year, According to the regular 
report ot the American Iron and 8tee!

Another loss is that of Mr. Malaher, 
the devoted and energetic secretary of 
the Missionary Leaves Association, who 
passed away quite unexpectedly in the 
oweee of 1904. 

ere is still one more, one of whom 
it would not become me to speak as 
fully as I could wish my sainted wife 
who entered into rest so suddenly six- 
teen months ago, To those who really 
knew her no words of mine are neces- 
sary to say that she was a trae “Mothér 
in Israel.” Vor thirty-seven years she 
shared iny missionary labors, and was 
my never failing helper, counsellor, and 
comforter. She never let any thought 
of self ever interfere with what she con- 
sidered her duty, and her self-sacri 
ing devotion to “those of her own house- 
hold,” to the Indians, and to others 
should be an encouragement ahd a stim- 
ulus to “to and do likewise.” For all 
these we thank God, and pray for 
grace, “so t follow their good examples 
that with them we may be partakers 
of Ifis Heavenly kingdom.” 

Others have left us but are still of 
the “churel militant.” Archdeacon 
Holmes, after many years of trying but 
suecessful labor in this neighborhood, 
has been called to the higher office of 
bishop, and to the more important 
charge of the diocese of Moosonee, The 
Rev. A. J. Warwick, after fourteen 
years of appreciated work at Vermilion 
and Chipewyan, ta work amongst. the 
settlers in the diocese of Rupert's Land ; 
Rev. HL. Robinson for reasons which 
are difficult to define, and Messrs Da- 
kota and Peters as settlers and trappers. 


Miss Collins has transferred her ser- 
vieos to the diocese of Saskatchewan, 
and Miss Halpenny, under another 
name, to the police force. 


Our worthy Archdeacon also left the 
diocese for a time, but feeling the call 
to return he unhesitatingly responded 
to it, and is now actively filling the 
place of his predecessor, Of the new 
comers it is best, perhaps, to say but 
little, excepting that we heartily wel- 
come them amonget us, and pray that 
they may be a real help in the work 
of the Lord, and make fall proof of 
their ministry. The Rev. T. EB, Street- 
er, Principal of the Home here, who 
was ordained to the diaeonate last year, 
and who is leaving us in order to pre 
pare for the higher order ef the minis- 
try; Rev. C, J. Roberts, at Chipewyan, 
who was also ordained deacon earlie 
the year; Rev. W. 8. Williams, from 
the diocese of Huron, who has been sup- 
plying the place of Rev. A. 8.

As To The 


Before proceeding to other matters it 
may be well to refer briefly to my own 
position amongst you. It was the idea 
of the late Bishop that, in order to save 
the funds of the Chureh Missionary So- 
ciety, the dioveses of Mackenzie River 
and Athabasca Landing should be work- 
ed for a time by one bishop. So, hay- 
ing obtained my assent to the plan and 
consent to take the oversight of Atha- 
basca, and as I had been a missionary 
in the diocese for more than twenty 
years and was still connected with it 
as archdeacon, he laid the matter be- 
féve the committee of the C, M. 8, and 
our late Metropolitan, both of whom 
approved of the proposal, as an immop- 
diate relief to the funds, and a tempor- 
aty armgngement until the ' Episcopal 
Endowment Fund could be completed. 
J was asked to take charge of the two 
dioceses. ‘To this 1 consented on condi- 
tion that if IT found the burden too 
great | be allowed to resign one of the 
Sees. ‘In May, 1904, 1 took up my re- 
sidence at Athabasca Landing. 1 must 
confess that I never worked so hard 
since | haye been in the country . as 
during, the last three years, and the 
burden of the two dioceses, increased 
by the action of the C.M.S, and the 
M.8.C.C, has been a great strain, J had 
fully intended to resign Mackenzie 
River at the end of last, year, and re- 
tain Athabasea alone, but as the mini- 
mum sum for the Endowment Fund had 
not been raised | took the advice of our 
archbishop and decided to postpomwe my 
resignation for a while longer, so that 
while still only bishop of Mackenzie 
River, | have. full. powers as the Com- 
missary of the archbishop of Rupert's 
Land to administer the diocese af Ath- 
abasea. But | am now about to resign 
both these offices having quite reeently 
accepted the position of assistant bishop 
ip the diovese of Toronto, the duties of 
which | espect to take up in September 
or Optober, 


The Bishopric Endowment Fund. 


This seems a suitable place to refer 
to the Bishapric Endowment Fund. 

By formal resolution the last synod 
acquiesced in Bishop Young's scheme of 
transforming the Clergy Endowment 
Fund into a Bishoprie Endowment Fund 
on # certain condition, The Fund at 
that time amounted to $20,867.85). 1 am 
thankful to be able to tell you that the 
fund will have reached $40,000 45 soon 
as the societies pay in the grants due 
from them,—the minimum sum requir- 


and best

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ed before the income from it can be 


used as stipend for the bishop. 

This large increase has been made by 
the addition. of campound interest, 
these grants from the 8.P.C.K, and the 
©.B.C., $3,605.74 from the Woman's 
Auxiliary, some small amounts, and 
$5,000 given me by a friend in England 
to assure me a salary after I gave up 
Mackenzie River, and which have 
now made ever to the fund. This 
means that as soon as necessary arrange- 
ments can be made a bishop can be ap- 
pointed to this diocese, Tt was a great 
disappointment that the S.P.G. was un- 
able to join the other two societies in 
making the usual grant. Had it done 
so the minimam sum would have been 
made up sooner, and Athabasca could 
earlier have had her own Bishop in- 
stead of being dependent upon the ©, 
M.S. for him. $10,000 is still required 
to complete the Endowment. 

Whilst on the matter of funds I may 


as well state here that the $1,500 
which was put aside for educational 
purposes, a further amount of about 


$2,500 which Bishop Young handed over 
to ame for current expenses, and one 
which I had in hand have been expend- 
od, so that at the present moment the 
diocesan exchequer is nearly enpty, and 
as I have already informed you, | can 
not guarantee any expense this year be- 
yond salaries and school supplies. The 
statement of account which | have laid 


upon the table will show how the money | 


has heen expended, 
Questions of Education. 


A matter which will 
serious and careful consideration is the 
Indian school question, The opinion 
has been growing that the Government 
whose wards are the Indians. ought to 
undertake the whole cost of their edu 
cation, and thus free the churches from 
what is felt to be an excessive burden. 
The matter is before a select committee 
consisting of representatives of the Dres- 
byterian and Methodist churches as well 


require very 


as our own, Consultations with the 
CGiovernment have been held. An ad- 
visory board has been, nominated. And 


it is hoped that definite action will be 
taken ere long, Goneessions will have 
to be made undoubtedly; but we must 
be very careful to safeguard our rights 
regarding religious education. 

Some changes will also have to be 
made with regard to other schools, The 
parents of the pupils will have to under 
take the support of those who are board 
ors; and, as the new Provincial Gov 
ornment is willing to aid liberally to 
wards paying the salary of teachers ‘n 
the out-lying districts, there 
he little or no financial aid 
from mission funds. In some 
doubtless, ‘a school district can be form 
ed and worked to advantage. 

The help which at one time 
to us almost entirely through the Mis- 
sionury Leaves Association of England 
is now boing taken up by the Woman’s 
Auxiliary of Canada, How much we owe 
to both it is impossible for me to say; 
or hew we could now possibly get on 
without the latter is difficult to ima- 
sine. In 80 man¥ ways it is a veal 
handmaid of the Missionary society, sup- 
plementing its grants, supporting its 
vwn missionaries, aiding schools, help- 
ing to ereet and furnish churches, sup 
plying organs, bells, chancel requisites, 
‘te,, cheering the downcast worker hy 
ite sympathetic readiness to help, as 
well as by the letters which come from 
individual members of the auxiliary. 
May our Lord's promised blessing be 
fully yealized by, all connected with 
them, and. who, kaye, thus ‘ministered 
tou the saints and do minister.”

Although so many bales will not be 
needed in the future the help of the! 
auxiliary in other, ways will be still 


more required owing to the yearly de- 
crease of the C.M.S. Grant, and of the 
increasing claims upon the M.S.C.C. in 
the more southern districts. 


The formation of the M.S.C.C, has 
not resulted in as much financial aid 


being given to this diocese as was hoped 
for and expected, In 1903, the year of 


the last synod, that society made a 
grant of $1,440. Vor this year it has 
allotted $2,400. In 1908, the ©.M.S. 


Grant was $8,300. This year it has put 
on the estimates $3,946. So that this 
year the amount from the two societies 
will be nearly $2,000 less than what was 
received from ©.M.S. alone in 1903, and 
$8,400 less than froin the two together 
In other words the increase from the 
Canadian Society has not kept pace with 
the decrease from the English, This 
will account in some measure for the 
excess of expenditure over income. It 
is only fair to add that the bishop's 
stipend was included in the C.M.8. 
Grant of 1903, But with that $1,750 de 
ducted there is still a shortage of $1,500, 
although there hes been an increase tn 
the staff of workers, In 1903 there were 
eight clergy, including the bishop. This 
yaur there are eleven, 

The Work Has New Complexion. 

The character of the work is rapidly 
changing, and it will probably change 


still more rapidly in the future. With- 
in a few years probably the number ot 


white people will exceed that of the 
natives, and the werk will lie mare 
amongst the former than the latter. 


Self-support ought thevefore to be kept 
in view, and steps towards that end 
ought to be taken at omee. At Atha- 
basca Landing « beginning has been 
made, Aweekly effertory has been es- 
tablished, and the peaple are trying to 
raise $250 for this gurrent year which | 
think they will do. Difficulties will be 
encountered no doubt. But when the 
matter is fairly and wisely put before 
oun, people 1 feel sure that no right 
minded man will shirk his responsibil 
ities. 

Amongst other changes 
affected us has been the inclusion of 
this diocese within the newly formed 
Provinces of Alberta, thus giving us 
three members to represent us in the 
Provincial Parliament, Tt must be our 
concern to do all we can to secure 
right legislation with regard to educa- 
tion, the drink question, the rights of 
the Indians and the welfare of the set- 
tlers, 

The inrush of settlers to the south 
of us has been and still continues phen- 
omenal, Lt has not affeeted us very 
much as yet, but there are not wanting 
indications. that the rising tide of im- 
migration will overflow ‘info this dio- 
cese. The prospect of it is not so im 
mediate perhaps as it was before the 
Grand Trunk Railway decided upon 
taking the Yellow Head Pass, but there 
can be no doubt that a& soon as the 
railway -approaches the Peace River 
settlers will erowd in to oceupy the fer- 
tile lands of that distriet, Telegraphic 
communication is to he extended to the 
Peace River Crossing. A grant of $35,- 
00 has been made by Government for

Tht most daring electrical scheme 
yet conceived should be mentioned! 
before the Cape to Cairo railroad sys- 
tem has been left too far behind. It 
is*the mammoth installation at Vic- 
foria Falls. From 20,000 to 25.000 
horse power only will be developed at 
first, but later it piloposed to 
utilize much more—ultimately 150,- 
000. horse power comparatively soon 
and ultimately 750,000. Furthermore. 
it is proposed to transmit a portion 
of this’ power to the mines of the 
Rand, 750 miles away, nearly four 
times as far as any existing electrical 
transmission. 

It has been announced that it will 
cost $200,000,000 to double track the 
Trans-Siberian poad, as much more to 
complete the Cape to Cairo line, 
$60,000,000 to build the proposed line 
to Bagdad, and $185,000,090 to com- 
plete the Pan-American links in

be mentioned even, and jt will be 
seen that more than a billion dollars 
worth of railroad building is under 
way. 


Great Canal Projects, 
_ The most talked of transportation 
Improvement now going on ig the 
Panama Canal, of course, with its 
30,000 laborers and its $140,000,000 of 
plinned expenditure. The most ex- 
pensive water transportation scheme 
actually under way is the $101,000,000 
bargé canal across New York State 
from Albany to Buffalo. Meanw!.ile 
the Canadians are planning a canal 
both deeper and wider than the barge 
eanal, to connect Lake Huron and 
the St. Lawrence, at a cost of $125,- 
000,000. It is predicted that eventu- 
ally this Canadian lake to tidewater 
canal will secure most of the Wuro- 
pean bound cargoes of wheat.

CATCHES MAD 
BY BALL PLAYERS 


Wonderful Performances by 
Those Engaged, In the 
Game. 


When an outfielder sprints forty 
yards at top speed in less than five 
seconds, keeps his eyes on a flying 
ball, and grabs it with both hands 
as easily and gracefully as if he were 
picking a ripe blackberry off its vine, 
few perscns who are watching the 
game consider that he has done any- 
thing wonderful. As a matter ol 
fact he has performed a feat which 
is simply marvelous. Think even ot 
running that far at such a speed! 
Think of keeping an object wiich is 
flying through the air at the rate of 
eighty .eet a second in view! ‘Think 
or calculating at One glance wher 
that flying speck will iall and then 
being there to meet it, and you can 
nave some idea of tue diimculties 
which every outfielder ‘must meet 
jialf a dozen times, perhaps in one 
altternoon, 

It would take a professor of math- 
ematics hali an hour, perhaps, to 
tigure out where a sphere oOo, @ cel- 
tain weight, struck by an object of cer- 
tain weighc, propelwd by a certain 
force, and driven at a given angle 
would reach a point. Any outtieider, 
even in a minor league, makes tne 
calculation in the fraction of a sec- 
ond, He doesn’t do it by veometry, 
but by instinct. 

Yet there are catches which bring 
the most callous tans to their fee: 
with yelps of detight and send thrilis 
through the crowd. Some of these 
catches border on the accidental su 
impossible do they seem. 

Une ot the greatest catches ever 
made was that o: Eddie Haun in a 
game on the White Sox park late last 
lall, when Comiskey’s crippled crowd 
was fighting desperately co hold the 
lead in the American ieague race, 

‘the game was close, and a log’ hilt 
would nave robbed the Sox vi a vic- 
tory. In the eighth inning one of tne 
fopposing batsmen slammed a dong 
line drive into mght centre. 

The drive seemed a certain triple, 
for in tue right field was a long row 
of circus seats put up to accommo- 
date the big crowds, 

Hahn was in pursuit of the ball, 
He tore across and back to at top 
speed, with the ball flying towaras 
tne tence, against which the circus 
seats were banked. At the last mo- 
ment Hahn leaped, and landed high 
up in the seats, clearing the barrier 
entirely. With the bali sticking in 
his hands he crashed down onto the 
third row of seats, rolled through, 
and put up his hand wita the bail 
sticking there, and the umpire 
awarded him the catch, 

But quite as good as that was a 
catch made_by Hughie Jennings, now 
managing the Detroit club, when he 
was playing with the old rowdy Bal- 
timore team. 

Jennings was playing shortstop. A 
foul fly was hit and the ball was fall- 
ing into the crowd back of hird 
base. Jennings, rashing across at top 
speed, kept after the ball. In front 
of him was an unbroken phalanx oi 
humanity. Two rows of men wore 
sitting on the grass. Behind them 
two rows were kneeling and behind 
them was a solid mass of standing 
humanity. Without even checking 
hig speed Jennings tore towards the 
crowd .The ball apparently was go- 
ing to fall right into the packed mass 
of men, Jennings with a final de- 
spairing leap, and with reckless dis- 
regard for the consequences, threw 
his body into the air, clearing three 
vanks of men, and, while in the air 
he grabbed the ball, and fell upon 
the standing rows. He bowled over 
a dozen men and turning a coimplete 
somersault, rolled clear of wne crowd 
and arose, his freckled face aglow 
with vietory and the ball clutched 
in his hands.—Hugh 8.

CARDIFF COAL CO. 
SINKS NEW SHAFT 


At Mines Near Morinville. Sup- 
erior Quality of Lignite Be- 
ing Secured. 


The Cardiff Coal Company, whose 


mines are situated about four miles 
soutneast of the town of Morinville. 
have completed « new shaft and 


tipple on their property close by the 
town site of Cardifi. The boiler 
and engine have been placed in posi- 
tion, and by the Ist of October the 
company expects} to be lifting 1,000 
tons of coal a day. The shaft goes 


| down 34 feet before it reaches: the 

coal, the seam of which varies in 
thickness from six feet to fourteen 
feet. 


The secretary of the company has 
lately retarned from Victoria, B.C., 
where he had a sample of the Cardiff 
lignite analyzed and an assay made 
by G. O'Sullivan, provincial chemist 
and metallurgist of British Columbia 

The assay gives composition as fol- 


lows: Moisture, 21 per cent.; vola- 
.@ combustible matter, 33 per cent.; 
fixea carbon, 41 .5 per cent.; ash, 


45. per cent; total, 100 per cent. 

The moisture in this assay 
higher than that usually found 
usual percentage of moisture 
17 per cent, Mr. Sullivan adds that 
though a lignite it is one of the best 
and superior to the Nanaimo bitu- 
minous coal, and should prove a 
good domestic and steaming coal, 

Lignite can be easily stored in 
cellars or in any building where the 
sun does not strike upon it, without 
injury. This fact is not generally 
known, and might enable the public 
to store a portion of their winter 
supplies before the car famine makes 
it impossible,
